$5000 for SEMO 
Agricu ltu re Stations 
Is Not Ap p roved 
The extra $o000 for the two ag­ 
ricu ltu ral exp erimental stations in 
Sou theast Missou ri as tack ed onto 
a $25,000 amendment introdu ced 
in the Hou se by J. S. Wallace, 
Scott Cou nty rep resentative, was 
tak en off in the final conference 
between the Senate and Hou se, 
according to Rep resentative Wal­ 
lace. 
After Wallace had introdu ced 
the $25,000 amendment and it 
p assed the Hou se, it went to the 
Senate where the Missou ri Cotton 
Produ cers Association ask ed that 
Senate add another $10,000. A 
figu re of $5000 was finally reach­ 
ed, bu t this was drop p ed in the fi­ 
nal session Satu rday when the 
Legislatu re p assed the 741 million 
dollar ap p rop riation for the state. 
The $25,000 amendment 
now 
goes to Gov. Phil Donnelly lor his 
signatu re before the ap p rop ria­ 
tions can be made for the station 
here and the one at Camp bell.

Director of Food, Drugs 
Explains Cafe Grading 
To City Council 
First to ap p ear before the City 
Cou ncil last night in the discu ssion 
of rou tine matters was J. H. Mc- 
Cu tchen, director of the state bu ­ 
reau of food and dru gs, who was 
there, he said, at the requ est of 
Dr. Thelma Bu ck thorp e, cou nty 
health officer to exp lain the grad­ 
ing ordinance regu lating eating 
drink ing establishments. In op en­ 
ing his remark s. McCu tchen stated 
the recent cou nty-wide insp ection 
of eating establishments had re­ 
vealed that in Sik eston the city 
restau rants had been fou nd to be 
51 p er cent of a p ossible 100 p er 
cent in satisfactory condition. This 
he said, is above the general aver­ 
age fou nd elsewhere. 
The p rop osed standard grading 
ordinance which is based on the 
requ irements set u p by the United 
I State Pu blic Health Service, p ro­ 
vides for granting eating p laces 
one of three typ es of grade cards, 
“A”, “B” and “C”. The difference 
between “A” and “B” is largely 
a matter of bu ilding constru ction 
and the owner of either grade may 
op erate indefinitely. However, if 
a restau rant falls below a “B” 
grade and is given a “C” card the 
owner mu st, within 30 days, bring 
his p lace of bu siness u p to the re­ 
qu irements of a “B” grade at least 
or lose his license to op erate u ntil 
su ch time as the minimu m “B” 
grade requ irements are met.

City Cou ncil Adjou rns 
The lid blew off the p olitical p ot 
with a bang last night at the close 
of a rather tediou s City Cou ncil 
session at midnight and when the 
steam cau sed by a rather acri­ 
moniou s exchange of charges and 
cou nter charges as to the motives 
behind the scenes had blown away, 
two things stood ou t clearly: 
First: the race for Mayor to fill 
ou t the u nexp ired p eriod of Joe 
Cravens’ term is wide op en and 
will be decided at a sp ecial elec­ 
tion to be held here on Tu esday, 
Ju ne 23. 
Second: Cline Abies, p resident 
of the Cou ncil and acting mayor, 
who many believed wou ld mak e 
the race, has definitely annou nced 
he will not be a candidate. 
Surprise Move 
As the Cou ncil had finished its 
regu lar ru n of « bu siness and ap ­ 
p arently was ready to adjou rn, 
Dwight Crader, city attorney, in a 
su rp rise move said he had a state­ 
ment he wished to mak e to the 
Cou ncil and read the following: 
“Mr. Cline Abies, as p resident 
p ro tern, has not sou ght my op in­ 
ion on the matter of the calling of 
a sp ecial election to fill the office 
of mayor, however, I, as city attor­ 
ney, wish to exp ress my view to 
Cline and this Cou ncil.” 
Then Crader qu oted the city and 
state laws governing the calling of 
a sp ecial election by an acting 
mayor and continu ed: 
“It is my op inion that the sp e­ 
cial election to fill the office of 
mayor, now vacant, shou ld

This 
he said, is above the general aver­ 
age found elsewhere. 
The proposed standard grading 
ordinance which is based on the 
requirements set up by the United 
State Public Health Service, pro­ 
vides for granting eating places 
one of three types of grade cards, 
“A ”, “ B" and “C”. The difference 
between “A” and “B” is largely 
a matter of building construction 
and the owner of either grade may 
operate indefinitely. However, if 
a restaurant falls below a “B” 
grade and is given a “C” card the 
owner must, within 30 days, bring 
his place of business up to the re­ 
quirements of a “B” grade at least 
or lose his license to operate until 
such time as the minimum “B” 
grade requirements are met.
